Post Bill. sidered by the Sixtieth Congress. 
Evidently Postmaster-General Meyer 
has misjudged the strength of sentiment against his 
pet scheme, the parcels post measure, and also the 
numerical strength of the opposing sentiment as it ex- 
ists among the retail merchants of America, for at a 
time when it was expected the Sixtieth Congress would 
take up and legalize the measure by enactment it has 
been made plain that the opposition was so tremendous 
as to wholly forbid the enactment of such a law. The 
main strength of this very determined opposition has 
come from the retail interest of the country, partly 
because of an instinct of self-preservation—the first 
law of nature—though largely it may be said through 
thoroughly patriotic. motives, motives that stand for 
home, its churches, schools, libraries and other public 
institutions and for land and other values that are so 
largely dependent upon the general prosperity of com- 
munities. So it is not the retail merchant alone who 
stands in opposition to the parcels post measure, but 
also the patriotic American citizens, who, realizing the 
situation, are not at all prepared to forego their home 
institutions in behalf of an experiment of very doubt- 
ful utility as compared to its certain cost in the way 
of increased general taxation that will be required for 
its maintenance. We are referring to the good, 
square, honest, God-fearing, debt-despising citizens 
who hold in abhorence the ever-increasing, never-end- 
ing deficit that is annually exhibited in the reports of 
the United States Postoffice Department, the square- 
toed, honest citizens who pay as they go and who ex- 
pect others, and particularly their’ government, to do 
likewise. It may be said that the opposition to the 
parcels post measure that has determinedly presented 
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itself at Washington has swamped the government in 
a manner that positively forbids favorable action by 
the Sixtieth Congress upon both the parcels post and 
the postal savings bank bills. The defeat of these 
measures, which are now practically abandoned, at 
least for the present, and will not be offered for con- 
sideration by the present Congress, is laid at the door 
of the retail merchants of America, which, under the 
circumstances, is altogether proper. For they com- 
prise the grand army that fought and won the fight, 
not solely in their own interests, but also in the in- 
terest of the unorganized who stood in sympathy with 
them. For the time at least the parcels post measure 
is dead and so far as the Sixtieth Congress is con- 
cerned it is buried, but it is altogether probable that 
subsequent efforts will be made to in some form foist 
it upon the public again and possibly again, so it 
stands the retail trade in hand to preserve their organ- 
izations intact and to be ever watchful for the disinter- 
ment of the parcels post measure and also for the 
general preservation of retail interests from future 
menace from whatever direction it may come, for 
the attitude of the catalogue house as it relates 
to retail interests remains unchanged and the war that 
has been waged against it must continue with in- 
creased vigilance and vigor. 

The organized retail hardware interest is apparently 
stronger and far better organized than that of any 
other and its share in the active work that has cul- 
minated in the defeat of the parcels post bill has been 
correspondingly great, abut it still has much to do. 
Outside of the very important consideration of its 
share in the postal victory and its determined attitude 
in relation to catalogue house affairs the organized 
hardware interest has found within itself elements of 
mutual satisfaction and profit along the lines of trade 
intercouse and trade regulation, which, though not 
originally taken into account, have proved of enor- 
mous value. It is now a great harmonious organized 
machine which will continually strengthen and im- 
prove itself and be always prepared to demand and 
preserve its rights. Thus there has been brought to 
gether in the face of danger and crystallized into a 
compact oneness, which refuses to be overlooked or 
disregarded in any particular, the units of a great in- 
dustry, units that in point of intelligence, force of 
character, determination and other high attributes are 
not to be equaled anywhere, and may these units bear 
in mind that there is now and there always will be 
plenty of organized work to be done.

natured alcohol bill there has been much speculation 

as to the availability of the fluid for do- 

What mestic uses—for cooking, heating and 

— lighting—and although there have come 
Alcohol? z 2 

many favorable reports from Germany 

and elsewhere in Europe of the availability for these 

uses, much skepticism has prevailed in America in 

regard thereto. 

Practical application of the denatured alcohol idea 
is, however, heing made on a very extensive scale in 
this country. Hitherto the main difficulty has been 
one of cost, but, to all intents and purposes, this may 
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be said to have been removed. To-day, in fact, the 
untaxed spirits are being manufactured actually at so 
cheap a rate as to enable them to compete in the mar- 
ket with gasoline. 

On the first day of last August the price of tax-free 
alcohol in the United States was about forty cents a 
gallon; but since then it has been falling with great 
rapidity. At present there is only one large manu- 
facturer in this country; but many other concerns are 
about to embark in the business, and it is expected, 
furthermore, that a multitude of farmers will soon 
establish for themselves small co-operative plants, to 
which they will bring their refuse apples, spoiled cab- 
bages, corncobs and green cornstalks, and all sorts of 
waste vegetable material, to be converted into alcohol. 


Already in Germany denatured alcohol is being pro- 
duced in enormous quantities, mainly from potatoes, 
at twelve cents a gallon. But a much more striking 
illustration of the possibilities of cheapening the fluid 
may be found nearer home—that is to say, in Cuba, 
where vast amounts of molasses refuse are available 
for distillation. Alcohol derived from this source 
costs, on the island, less than ten cents a gallon. It 
is by all odds the cheapest fuel in the world, gasoline 
being out of competition with it. 

Meanwhile a large plant has been established at 
Meriden, Conn., for turning out great quantities of 
lamps, stoves and other contrivances adapted for the 
utilization of denatured alcohol. The fluid cannot be 
employed as fuel, or as an illuminant, in any kind of 
apparatus suitable for oil, and on this account it has 
been necessary to invent for the purpose special and 
peculiar devices—all of them depending fundamentally 
upon the idea of burning not the alcohol directly, but 
the gas generated from it by heat. Among these is a 
kind of street lamp, exceedingly brilliant, which, used 
with an incandescent mantle, has a power of 300 
candles. 

The new alcohol cook stoves are very compact, with 
broilers and other attractive attachments, and will be 
cheaper to manage than gasoline stoves, when the 
fluid fuel employed comes down to its normal price. 
Besides, they are decidedly cleaner. Of heaters there 
is quite a variety, run by alcohol, one style being in- 
tended for automobiles. This, indeed, is quite an in- 
teresting improvement; and it is worth mentioning, 
incidentally, that the motor-cars in the future will be 
provided with a modified carbureter for burning al- 
cohol, thus getting rid of all disagreeable smell.

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News Siftings 
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We are ‘advised that work has already been begun 
upon a new plant for the Zenith Stove Works at 
Phelps, N. Y., which was destroyed by fire a little 
more than a week ago. The work is said to be prog- 
ressing rapidly. 

We are advised that the buildings of the Scott 
Stove Co., at Cambridge City, Indiana, have prog- 
ressed to the extent of the completion of the concrete 
foundation thereof throughout the entire extent of 
the plant. The work is progressing satisfactorily. 

A number of actions have been begun against the 
Glazier Stove Company of Chelsea, Mich., in matters 
relating to the recovery of various sums of money or 
the recovery of certain goods in replevin proceedings. 
What the merit of these cases may be we are naturally 
unable to state at this period. 

At a meeting of directors of the Progressive Stove 
& Furnace Company of Colorado City, Colo., held re- 
cently, it was decided to erect a new building, 30x50 
feet in size, as an extension to the machine shop of 
the company’s stove manufacturing plant.

ANTIQUE STOVES. 


Two “Nott” stoves have recently been added to the 
collection in Memorial Hall Museum at Philadelphia, 
Pennsylvania. The two latest acquisitions are inter- 
esting types of early American stove making: as they 
represent a period when very little had been accom- 
plished towards the proper heating of houses, as up 
to about the time of the origin of these stoves, open 
fire places were universally used. These curious speci- 
mens are results of experiments made by Dr. Eli- 
phalet Nott, who was among the first to interest him- 
self in the matter of heating by other agencies than 
open fires and it is said that he spent much money and 
many years of time in investigation along these lines, 
in which study he succeeded in almost perfecting the 
essentials of the base burner stove. The personality 
of Dr. Nott is worthy of consideration. He was born 
in 1772 and belonged to that type of men who were 
pioneers in American life, a type that achieved much 
in the face of difficulties with practically no resources 
at command. Coming from humble but gifted par- 
ents Dr. Nott perhaps had more than the usual amount 
of education of the boys of that period and he was 
ordained a minister at the age of 22. First as a mis- 
sionary in the wilderness of New York state his fame 
as a preacher spread rapidly and at the age of 32 he 
was called to the presidency of Union College at 
Schenectady, N. Y., where he remained as president

FOAMING NICKEL SOLUTIONS. 


Platers who follow the old practice of making their 
nickel solutions acid with sulphuric acid frequentl\ 
have trouble with them in the shape of “foaming.”’ 
The deposit under such conditions is either lacking en- 
tirely, or is very bad. The cause of the “foaming” in 
a nickel solution is the excess of acid. When this is 
present hydrogen gas is given off and causes the solu- 
tion to have the appearance of boiling. Under suck 
conditions the deposit cannot be good and is, usuall: 
not found at all, or if it is it is black and non-adherent. 
The remedy for “foaming” nickel solutions is to add 
enough plastic carbonate of nickel to neutralize the 
free acid in it. When this has been done, as shown by 
the fact that the solution will dissolve no more, it is 
allowed to settle and is ready for use. If desired, 
either a small quantity of sulphuric acid or of boracic 
acid may then be used to produce an acid reaction. 
Boracic acid is the better, as it cannot be overdone 
as it can be with sulphuric acid. ‘Foaming’ nickel 
solutions, therefore, are caused by the presence of too 
much sulphuric acid in the solution. In a recent 
queer instance of a “foaming” nickel solution in 
which a plater stated he had never added a drop 
of sulphuric acid to the solution. An_ investi- 
gation showed that he was using an insufficient anode 
surface, and the nickel was being exhausted from the 
solution much faster than it was taken from the 
anodes. The bath, therefore, gradually accumulate:| 
sulphuric acid until enough was present to cause it to 


foam.

CUSTOMS RULINGS. 


In a decision by I. F. Fischer, the Board of United 
States General Appraisers has ruled a claim filed by 
the George Tritch Hardware Company of Denver, 
Colo., it being held that trout flies composed of feath- 
ers, gut, and metal, are dutiable property under the

provision in the tariff for manufactures of metal, or 
of which metal is the component of chief value. The 
importers set up the contention that the flies should be 
admitted at 25 per cent, under the provision fo: 
manufactures in chief value of gut. 

It was decided by the board that lanterns of small 
size and of no practical use, imported by George Borg- 
feldt & Co. of New York, are entitled to duty at the 


- rate of 35 per cent, under the provision in the law for

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TYRANNICAL DISCIPLINE. 





BY JOHN A. HOWLAND. 


There is a Puritanical type of man in the business 
world. He stands always for the Puritanical, strict 
observance of discipline. His word and method are 
the law. If either is challenged by so little as an em- 
ploye doing something to the lasting benefit of the 
business, that employe is called to some form of ac- 
count. He has acted without authority of either law 
or precedent. By some sort of good luck no disaster 
has followed the act—but inferentially nothing of the 
kind ever must take place again. 

At the same time in such establishments it not in- 
frequently occurs that the following of the strictest 
interpretation of the written laws resulting disastrous- 
ly brings also another penalty upon the one charged 
with the law’s enforcements. Perhaps the conditions 
will not allow a superior’ in office to call the person to 
task. Discipline itself occasionally must be disci- 
plined in the letter. Yet at the same time the Moses 
who gave down the law which fails may show an in- 
dividual displeasure all round to a degree that is tyran- 
nous. 


I have a young friend who began with one of these 
old fashioned houses where the mere getting to a desk 
on time far outweighed anything which he might ac- 
complish at the desk. Punctuality was the one great 
desideratum in the management. This young man 
was in love with his work and he grew in favor with 
the house. The fact that he was promoted to the head 
of a minor department that was in closer touch still 
with a main department manager and more quickly 
than ordinarily came to the lot of the young man in 
the house, was something to spur his ambitions to 
greater lengths. From turning the time clock key 
among the first in the morning and among the last at 
closing this young man got the habit of going back 
to the office at night, suddenly to discover that if he 
didn’t hurry out he would miss a 10:30 o’clock train 
to his suburban home. 

Promoted quickly as he had been, the young man 
was not getting a salary in proportion to that which 
would have come to a long time member of the house. 
But this had not worried him in the least. Respon- 
sibilities had been put upon him and his nervous tem- 
perament was prompting him to make good far be- 
yond what the promptings of salary would be. 

Punctuality had been the rule of the house, always; 
to get there and wait an hour before he could make 
his first move was far better discipline than coming 
ten minutes late and doing two hours’ work in fifty 
minutes. Working overtime for several nights in suc- 
cession, this young man awoke one morning a full 
hour late. Missing a train, he was an hour and a 
half behind time when he appeared at the time clock 
and turned the key. 

Everybody in the main office was staring as he 
came in. Several acquaintances between the main en- 
trance and his desk remarked his tardiness in tones of 
levity. It was the manager in chief who finally came 
up to him for the real censure. There was no doubt 
of the fact that the young man had been working long 
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overtime, day after day. This the manager did not 
question at all. He was not questioning the work that 
the young man was accomplishing and he had no 
fault to find with any possible lateness of hours. But 
he could not stand for lateness in arrival at his desk. 

“The house simply asks you to get here before a 
certain hour and it allows you to leave at a certain 
other fixed hour in the evening,” he said, argumen- 
“You have stayed beyond that hour because 
you wanted to. But in doing this not half a dozen of 
300 other employes have known of the fact. On the 
other hand, virtually all of them saw you come in this

tatively. 


morning nearly two hours late. 
any sort of discipline if this is to continue?” 

It didn’t continue. Thereafter the young manager 
was on time to the minute and he arranged to leave on 
the stroke of the clock in the evening. But just here, 
in spite of all the rules of punctuality governing the 
house, this sudden change to clocklike observance of 
the hours brought upon him the displeasure of his su- 
periors. They had protested only at his arriving late; 
not a word had been said forbidding him to remain 
one, two, or three hours late as he had been doing. 
In the refusal to remain as he had been doing there 
was an unmistakable air of insubordination—as the 
manager saw it! 

As a general proposition—-not without some excep- 
tions—the stern exactions of grooved discipline show 
weakness of true management. The manager of any 
business who needs to take so seriously under super- 
vision the machinery by which his results are reached 
is in the position of the machinist working at the ma- 
chine which he suspects will fail him at any moment. 
He is giving too much attention to the machine. Its 
products are dropping away from it perhaps without 
inspection. 

Most employers are too far from their employes. 
Lit ral distance or the distance of position in life, or 
the figurative distance which grows between by the 
estadlishment of under heads of departments is keep- 
ing the average employer too far from the fellow 
feeling that otherwise might make employer and em- 
ploy:d recognize a mutual interdependence. Here 
and there in the business world is an abnormal man 
capa le of outstripping most men in his work. If 
this man were an abnormality of the athletic field he 
coul’ not compete with his fellowmen without an of- 
ficial handicap. In business he is the type which re- 
ceives preferment and which most often finds a posi- 
tion to command abnormal results from his depart- 
ment. The results of his offices are rules and more 
rules—discipline and more discipline. 

In a thousand ways in community life the overdis- 
ciplined one takes his revenge of a discipline that is 
tyranny. The business management of the great house, 
which confidently looks for loyalty in the great mass 
of its employes, is rare. The great businesses which, 
on the other hand, feel that they are suffering from 
disloyalty might be counted in hundreds. Why does 
this disloyalty exist? The answer is easy. 

More disloyalty comes of the employers’ tyrannical 
ruling of employes than from any. other cause in al) 
the field of the world’s work.

STARTS THE BALL ROLLING. 

To The Ameritan Artisan: 

According to a recent issue of THE AMERICAN Ar- 
TISAN the furnace business is increasing and yet there 
does not appear to be a sufficient number of practical 
articles written on the subject by people who are en- 
gaged in the business. I hope I may be able to start 
the ball rolling and get the workmen to give some of 
their experiences as well as their methods of furnace 
installation. I have given considerable time and study 
to the practical part of this work as well as to the con- 
struction of different makes of furnaces. 

EDUCATE THE CLERKS. 

We will suppose that a person wants to purchase a 
cook or heating stove, and as he enters a store he is 
approached by one of the clerks and asked if there is 
anything he wishes, and when he replies that he 
“would like to look at a cook stove,’’ does the clerk 
show him the cheapest stove on the floor? No; not 
if he is drawing a clerk’s salary. He first shows the 
best there is and if his customer’s circumstances are 
such that he cannot have the best he will so inform 
the clerk, who will then show him some of less value 
and at the same time tell him that the “best is the 
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cheapest.”> Is this true of the majority of furna 
dealers? I say no, from experience and observation. 
WHY NOT SELL GOOD FURNACES? 

I have been employed by firms that would endeayvur 
to sell the cheapest furnace on the market, thinking per- 
haps that the price of a first-class furnace properly in- 
stalled would discourage the buyer and that he woul 
not make a sale. This is entirely wrong. Secure the 
agency for a high grade, fuel saving furnace and em- 
ploy those only who are capable of doing first-class 
work and I can safely say that the sales will increas 
as well as the profits. We must acknowledge that per- 
haps one-half or more of the retail dealers are not 
practical furnace men and are obliged to depend en 
tirely upon their empolyes or the instructions given by 
some traveling salesman in matters of installation. One 
of the best recommendations of a sale is the prompt 
payment for the same. 

WORK SHOULD BE PROPERLY DONE. 

The question of house heating in this climate 
is one of great importance any any person 
engaging in the business should see that the 
work is properly done as there is nothing that will 
ruin the trade quicker than poor work and cheap fur- 
naces. We have evidence of this fact in your late fur- 
nace edition wherein a dealer from Mandan, N. D., 
writes that the furnace business in that locality was 
not good as there had been some very poor work done 
in the past few years in that locality. 

This I know to be a fact being personally acquaint- 
ed with the party that recently closed out his furnace 
business in that place.

HARDWARE. 

As has been expected and as always occurs at this 
particular time of the year, the hardware business may 
be said to be looking up for the reason that between 
Christmas and New Year’s days, it is always flat on 
its back and cannot look any other way. The holiday 
trade among jobbers has as a rule been thoroughly 
excellent and now that this rush has entirely passed 
jobbers and manufacturers are settling down to the 
regular order of invoicing. It is believed that not- 
withstanding the recent money flurry and the con- 
servative feeling that was created in hardware as well 
as in other trades on account thereof the inventories of 
jobbers and the balancing of their profits and losses 
will show in practically all cases that a far greater 
and better business was done during the entire year 
of 1907 than has been expected. While the latter part 
of the year may have fallen off slightly the earlier part 
of the year was such a very busy period that the 
average will be found great. There may have been 
influences at work during the latter part of the year 
that have affected the confidence of merchants and of 
jobbers but happily it may be said that no influence 
that has come to notice has been able to shake the 
prices of hardware commodities in any of the staples 
of other lines. Recent meetings of manufacturers 
notably a number of meetings held by the Nut, Bolt 
& Rivet Manufacturers at Pittsburg and also other 
meetings of the same class of manufacturers in New 
York City after due deliberation and taking all pres- 
cided to continue current prices through the year 1908. 
Action of the same character has been taken by sev- 
eral of the stove manufacturers association through- 
out the country and in every instance the prices that 
rule at present were adopted for the -business of 1908. 
The manufacturers of furnaces have also met in a like 
manner and with the same results, namely a decision 
that furnace prices ruling at the present time shall con- 
tinue unchanged for the year 1908. Really there is a 
very firm tone throughout all branches of the hard- 
ware industry. Retailers sales have slacked up very 
little if at all at any time during the last three months. 
Collections have been excellent, taking everything into 
consideration and retail hardware dealers are probably 
carrying larger stocks and are owing less money than 
ever before. 

There is an apparent disinclination to force wire 
nails, manufacturers preferring to await events of the 
opening of 1908. Like other commodities just at pres- 
ent wire nails are quiet but firm at $2.23, cars to job- 
bers, and $2.28, cars to retailers. Iron cut nail, job- 
bers, car lots, $2.38; retailers, car lots, $2.43. Steel 
cut, cars to jobbers, $2.28; retailers, car lots, $2.33. 
The barb wire season is practically ended and prices 
remaifi firm at: Painted, $2.38; galvanized, $2.68, in 
car lots to jobbers; and painted, $2.43; galvanized, 
$2.73, in car lots to retailers. 


TIN PLATE. 


It is reported that the stove manufacturers of De-

troit have entered the tin plate market with orders ag- 
gregating 12,000 tons of plate to cover the first half 
of 1908 in delivery and that several other large orders 
some closed and some prospective. The effect has 
been to stimulate the market but no changes in quota- 
tions have occurred.

COPPER. 

There was another advance in copper prices early in 
the week in sympathy with London. It is thought 
that the market on the other side is being manipulated, 
in order to maintain the price on the metal stored 
there. It would appear that there is a concerted 
movement to maintain the price of the metal over the 
turn of the year, when the producers have hopes that 
a buying movement will set in and take a portion of 
the huge surplus off their hands. It is thought in 
some quarters that the producers have sufficient finan- 
cial strength, borrowed on their shipments abroad to 
carry the heavy accumulations in this country for 
some time yet, and so hold out against the consumers. 
The market is extremely dull, some small lots being 
taken, but not enough to warrant an advance. Prices 
on the New York Metal Exchange were further ad- 
vanced yesterday to 133@@13%c for lake, 134@ 
133¢c for electrolytic and 13@13%c for casting. 

The London market was again advanced on Mon- 
day on strong manipulative influence. The market on 
the other side, according to private cable advices, is 
quiet and uninteresting, and it is difficult to dispose of 
the metal at any price, save in small lots for imme- 
diate delivery. Best selected was moved up Ios, to 
£65, while in the warrant market standard spot ad- 
vanced to £61 early in the day, to fall back to £60 1os 
at the close, an advance of 15s. Futures moved up 
£62 5s early in the day, but closed at £61 15s, a net 
gain of 15s over the previous close. 

Exports from New York were 2,117 tons, of which 
300 tons went to China. Exports since December 1 
were 27,033 tons.

Business in iron bars continues confined to small 
lots for immediate shipment. Consumers are only 
taking immediate requirements. Prices are maintained 
at 1.76@1.81c tidewater. In Pittsburgh there is a 
good business in small lots for prompt shipment, and 
prices are firm at 1.60@1.65c. Many eastern iron bar 
mills have closed down entirely for a period covering 
the remainder of the year.

Demand for sheet zinc is of small proportions, 
business being of a more or less routine character.

COKE. 

There has been an easier tone to the coke market 
recently. With the prospect of decreased iron produc- 
tion next year and the shutting down of the blast fur- 
naces in nearly all sections of the country, contracting 
has been greatly curtailed. The ovens are being shut 
down in many cases, and other production is being 
restricted to five days a week. Prices are about on the 
basis of $2.75@2.90 for good grades of 72-hour Con- 
nellsville foundry for spot shipment, but contract coal 
is from 25¢ to 50c higher, while furnace is about on 
the basis of $1.75@1.80 for prompt shipment, and 
about $1.90@2.25 for contract coke. 


PIG IRON. 

A slightly better tone prevails in the pig iron busi- 
ness though direct sales are exceedingly few in any 
tonnages. It is reported that the reduction of output 
still continues but curiously the consumption appar- 
ently keeps pace with the diminishing output at the 
furnaces. There are hopeful indications in the in- 
creasing inquiry. It is reported that the Pennsyl- 
vania railroad has been in the market for a large ton- 
nage in nails and has closed a deal for its require- 
ments, It is also reported that The American Bridge 
Company has closed for a large tonnage of structural 
but no figures have been named. The indications are 
that early in the opening weeks of the new year will 
bring closings of contracts by numerous industrials 
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and railways that have been among the inquirers 
recently,

Rogers, Brown & Co., Cincinnati, will say in their weekly 
report: The last week of the year sees an upward tendency 
in the feeling of the iron trade in most directions. There has 
been some fair buying in the Middle West, which would in 
dicate that those consumers at least judge prices have reached 
a point where it does not seem safe for them to wait longer 
before cov ering for a good portion of their requirements dur- 
ing the earlier part of next year. How soon such buying 
action will become a concerted movement is, of course, prob- 
lematical, but iron prices now have reached a stage where 
cost and present quotations are about the same, and as the 
furnaces are in much stronger position to maintain their end 
of any contest than they were when similar conditions existed 
previously, it is almost generally conceded that the turn has 
been reached. 

Production continues to be curtailed and the Christmas 
shut-down in many instances will be continuous for probably 
some weeks. A great many repairs and improvements will 
be put in during this time and the year’s productive records 
will suffer greatly. There is one fact in connection with this 
contracted movement, in that the more rapidly it takes place 
the more quickly will money accumulations show up in banks 
and other depositories, with a consequent prompt return of 
financial affairs to normal basis. 

Coke is without marked change. Production appears to be 
increasing and the better brands are in fair demand. Prices

Matthew, Addy & Co., Cincinnati, will say in their weekly 
report: A marked increase in demand is noticeable. We 
mentioned this in our last report and this week it has steadily 
grown. And better yet there have been fairly good sales of 
iron for nearby shipment. If this inquiry continues and if 
buyers of iron keep on booking orders the situation will soon 
begin to clear. All that is needed is a resumption in some 
measure of activity by consumers of iron and things will 
start on the road to betterment. There are no great accumu 
fations of stock in furnace yards to hang like a black and 
depressing shadow over the market. When the furnaces hav« 
iron piled by the acre that cannot be sold then the iron mar- 
ket is like the stock market when it is suffering with a 
plethora of undigested securities. And the absence of stocks 
of iron anywhere makes this presenf situation different from 
the previous panics which have depressed the trade 

It is quite evident to the keen observer that the ironmasters 
are not content to let the market drop and drop endlessly 
There have been several conferences in the past few days both 
in the North and South and there are indications of an effort 
to get together to hold prices on an equitable basis 

It is also evident that the prices which are being named 
are beginning to be attractive. With $14.00 iron again at
